here. 

Agitators Incite Coolles. 

Students, who started the agitation 
Saturday after a demonstration over 
séntences passed on Chinese strikers 
by the Shanghai mixed court, tonight 
were making every effort to effect a 
general strike, including all public and 
private services. 

Upwards of 5,000 workers in Shang- 
hai industrial plants are on strike.

German Long Range Gun Bothers. 


Under the fire of a queer old long 
range, low velocity German gun, that 
kept dropping its great shells in our 
vicinity, I had soon to move to the 3d 
corps headquarters, out of Coulange, 
about a mile off the main road to one 
side.

A little way behind the first head- 
quarters of the corps at Coulange was 
a little village. In passing through I 
noticed always out on a field a string 
of soldiers and civilians halting at a 
grave. Many times during the month 
that my corps occupied this region I 
passed that same place, and never, 
whether early or late, did I fail to see 
a continuous stream of men passing 
that same grave. It was Quentin 
Roosevelt’s. So great is the fame of a 
name. Even in the midst of war and 
continuous. danger men did not fail to 
pay their respects to it. 


That Affair at Fismette. 


In Fismette, the portion of the vil- 
lage of Fismes on the north side of 
the Vesle, I had a single company of 
infantry, 150 men of the 28th (Penn- 
sylvania) Division.

My chief of staff, who was 
very much in favor of the general's 
idea of bridgeheads, knew of the order 
which I was going to give. When I 
returned from Fismes late in the aft- 
ernoon I found our French general at 
my corps headquarters, and that my 
chief of staff had informed him of my 
order to withdraw the company. The 
French army commander ordered me 
at once to replace it. It was done. 

Three or four days after this affair, 
without my ability to reinforce it or 
save it, completely at the mercy of the 
enemy, this company was wiped out 
by an enemy attack. Then I noticed 
that the French communique of the 
day reported that my 3d Corps had 
repulsed an enemy attack. When the 
French army commander appeared at 
my corps héadquarters he offered me 
as consolation for his error this 
French communique. It was at least 
acknowledgment of the respensibility 
for the mistake. 


Reports Loss to Pershing. 

But it did not console me for the only 
accident of my military career. I re- 
ported it at once to the American com- 
mander-in-chief, Gen. Pershing, in the 
following letter: 

HEADQUARTERS 3D ARMY CORPS, 
American Expeditionary Forces, 
France, 

A. P. O. 7546, August 28, 1918. 


A. E. F. 


My Dear General: 

I am informed that today's Ger- 
man communique (which I have not 
seen) states that the Germans captured 
at Fismette yesterday 250 Americans. 
A part of my command until vesterdayv 
occupied Fismette. I had there some 
190 officers and men altogether, in- 
fantry. If you will look upon the map 
you will see the position of Fismes, a 
large village on the south bank of the 
Vesle. Just opposite Fismes, on the 
north bank, is the small village of Fis- 
mette. Opposite Fismes the village of 
Fismette, and no more, was occupied 
by us. Ten days ago, after a German 
attack upon Fismette which almost 
succeeded, I saw that Fismette could 
not be held by us against any real 
attempt by the Germans to take it, 
and that to attempt to continue to hold 
it would, on account of the lay of the 
surrounding terrain, involve the sure 
sacrifice of its garrison, to which help 
could not be sent except by driblets 
at night. I therefore decided to with- 
draw the garrison of Fismette some 
300 meters back across the Vesle river 
into Fismes. Before this was finished 
the French general commanding the 
6th Army, to which 1 belong, arrived 
at my headquarters, and, learning of 
my orders for withdrawal from Fis- 
mette, himself, in person, directed me 
to continue to hold Fismetto and how

While I recall this incident with 
some bitterness, I must still give the 
French general credit for being ever 
ready to help and helping me and my 
corps.

notorious law, the Tennessee anti-evolution act. 
Suppose a state adopted both the Tennessee law 
and the Oregon law. In such case a parent could 
not get his child instruction in natural science, 
at least in any seience based on evolution, because 

evolution could not be taught in the public schools 
and the child could hot attend any other. 

- Fortunately the Supreme court has disposed of 
the Oregon law, and we trust it will dispose in 
due time of the Tennessee law, which is certainly 

* as clearly offensive to a fundamental principle of 
American liberty as the Oregon law, for it is the 
imposition of a fpligious doctrine upon the lay 
instruction of the publio Schools. 

Both the om law and the Tennessee law are 
contrary to the „tial spirit of American insti- 
tutions and that most important fact in both 
controversies over their/legality. They both repre- 
gent an invasion by religious issues of the fleld of 
government and the field of private conscience. 
They are a throwback to the age of religious intol- 
erance, an age in which religious zealots seized the 
powers of government to impose their creeds upon 
their fellow men. In the name of infallible inspira- 
tion, the thumbscrew, the rack, the dungeon, and 
the pyre were employed and Europe shook under 
the march of armies arrayed in the name of true 
religion. Our forefathers were close enough to 

that dark age and its futile miseries to wish to 
save us from them, and they thought they had 
implanted deep in the institutions they created 
the principle of human freedom, of, private con- 
science, of religious liberty, of the separation of 
church and government. It seems many of our 
Americans of today have never yet learned the 
lessons of this basic Americanism. It remains 
to be seen whether the America of. today values 
its heritage of private liberty and human tolera- 
tion.

0 Their tourist crop is one ot their 

most profitable enterprises. The 
tourist represents carelessness, raised to 
the ‘nth degree, but even he, in time, 
becomes afraid of a careless state. In 
the middle west, Wisconsin and Michi- 
gan are the leading competitors for the 
great tourist crop. N 
Wisconsin reported a typhoid rate of 1 
per 100.00 in 1924. The people are 
learning that typhoid, almost banished 
from the cities, lurks in the wells and 
milk pails and privies of the rural "dis- 
triets. Michigan is determined not only 
to hold on to ite tourist crop but to 
enlarge it. One matter that they are 
interesting themselves in is the tourist 
camp.

They find that conditions are pretty 
bad in the ordinary ‘free tourist camp 
maintained by subscription of the busi- 
ness men of a town. Such camps are 
without police protection, without sani-

BRITAIN’S DEBT. 
Chicago, May %0.—I wish to record & 
protest against the numerous writers 
who are continually voicing the fallacy 
that Great Britain is paying its war 
debt to the United States by the sale of 
boose. 
During the war all Canadian provinces, 
with the exception of Quebec, went dry 
by popular vote. The majority have 
since gone wet by the same process, al! 
salable liquors being handled by govern- 
ment venders. Great Britain has no more 
authority to say Canada shall be wet or 
dry than has the United States. This is 
a matter entirely for the Canadian pub- 
lic. 
The same applies to taxation. The 
revenue from liquor sales goes to the 
government of the province in which it 
is sold, a percentage going to the do- 
minlon government. Great Britain does 
not, and has no authority to, collect one 
| cent from the sale of liquor, or for that 
matter, anything else sold in Canada. 
| Regarding Great Britain's war debt to 
the United States—if liquor sales are 
to be depended on to pay it, it will never 
de paid, 
The Scotch and Irish .whiskies pur- 
chased on “rum row” are first bought 
from privately owned distilleries at a 
wholesale price of about ten cents a pint. 
As it is for export no duty whatever is 
collected by the British government, 
It doés not require a course in higher 
mathematics to zee how little revenue 
the Canadian and Britisth governments 
derive from smuggled booze.

Wages on Down Grade. 


Wages are decreasing. Requests for 
farm hands received yesterday offered 
$50 to $55 a month and board for good 
men. Some were below this, $40 to 
$45. In the spring similar jobs were 
offering $60 to $65, according to Mr. 
Kenney's records. 

Some of the floating labor is now hit- 
ting it up in flivvers for Kansas, the 
great wheat state, but indications are 
that work will be not too abundant for 
outsiders. In southern Texas plenty of 
help is repurted. 

In Kansas, where cutting usually 
starts in the south central counties

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NEREAL infections have taken 
their toll of millions. They are, to- 
day, the cause of more crippled bodies, 

imbecile minds and deaths than any other 
form of disease. 


They kill 250,000 to 300,000 people an- 
nually, which is five to six times as many 
as the fatalities among our soldiers abroad 
in the late war. 90 per cent of all pelvic 
diseases in women, 30 to 50 per cent of 
all childless marriages, and 20 per cent of 
insanity are duc to these infections.

Very many of these cases are of people 
accidentally and innocently infected—thou- 
sands of them being little children and 
respectable women who, unless properly 
treated, must suffer untold misery.
